Please send ap all the assistance you cap 
iminediately by special train. Sead 
Physicians and surgeons.

To Mayor Ames, Minneapolis: Can 
you send a special train with physicians 
to this city? A-cyclone passed over the 
city this afternoon. A great many are 
believed to have been killed, bat the 
uum ber is not yet known.

AN APPALLING DISAsTER, 

Immediately upon receipt of this 
news preparations were made to respond 
to the call for help. A train for St. 
Cloud left at 6 o'clock. Information is 
very meagre, and the sensational reports 
current say that one hundred people 
were killed at St. Cioud. It is believed 
that at least forty persons have been 
killed and about seventy-five wounded. 
It is impossible to get mach information 
at this hour. Allis excitement, and the 
streets are filled with excited men and 
frightened, weeping women and chil. 
dren. The disaster is certainly very 
appalling. Scores of houses have been 
entirely wrecked, and the extent of the 
loss of life cannot now be stated.

San Francisco, April 14.—A circular 
letter from United Siates Minister 
Phelps, concerning the moch talked of 
Chase-Townely or Lawrence Townely 
estate in England, has been received ia 
this city. He’ says therein: 
The estate is variously represented as 
cousisting of $800,000,000 in the Bank of 
England, or of 400,000 acres of land in 
England, or both, whieh await distribution 
among.Amenpan ‘‘heirs.”” All these 
statements are gross falsehoods contrived 
to obtain money from the credulous un- 
der pretense of prosecuting their claim. 
The ‘‘Townely estate” is landed property 
of about 18,000 acres in the counties of 
Lancaster and York, which is now and 
has been for a long time in the possession 
of its lawfal owners. Their title is com- 
etely protected by the law of Eugland.. 
ere are no unknown or American own- 
eré of any part of the property, and no 
ground whatsoever for any such claim. 
There are several hundred supposed 
Owners in this State and thousands in 
the United States.
